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Color is one of the most vital and 
expressive forces in Human Nature. 
It surrounds us at all times, and the 
eye sees nothing on earth but color. 

All the information that we obtain 
is gotten through one or all of our 
five senses. Now the most import- 
ant of these five is Sight. And as 
color is all that our eyes see, we 
must grant that it is a very vital 
Influence. 

There are two ways by which we 
come to realize color First by 
Feeling, and secondly by Knowing 
or Intuition. Some people ap- 
preciate color, because they under- 
stand its underlying principles. 
Yet it strikes no response in them ; 
their intelligence of its beauty is 
purely a mechanical process But 
to others color opens up a world of 
ideas, because it arcfuses the most 
sensitive and delicate parts of thru 
natures. All people have emotions 
— some people have intellects. Kaeh 
should reinforce the other. When 
we can be aroused by color and in- 
terpret it understandingly, we have 
then attained a broad view-point in 
the realm of Art. There is, how- 
ever, much discussion a^ the present 
day as to whether Art should aj» 
solely to the senses, or the intellect. 

Color is a potent example of one's 
power to express ideas, feeling and 
desires. 

It can also be termed as a lan- 
guage. 

Color language is an interpreta- 
tion of a principle always influenced 
by one's ideas. The individuality 
expressed lends variation to Art. 

Now color language has its 
source in the Sun. 

All other thing*— such as gas, 
electricity, etc. — are simply imita- 
tions of the real thing. 

Color is best judged in a light 
which originated in the Sun. 

Thus the reason why all deco- 
rators and people handling materials 
should study their fabrics in every 
ible light, in order to use that 
fabric to the best advantage. 

Color is In the light, and all the 
color in the world is contained in 
one ray of light. 

One pure ray of light can be 
analyzed into three distinct elements. 
Of course, all rays are modified by 
conditions, and only in a clear, bright 
light, is color best seen in its full 
intensity. 

Pigments are what one sees as color. 
They are the pictures or representa- 
I of the color which is in the 
light. Light has the original color — 
what appear to us as colors are mere- 
ly representations. 

Pigments are colors in stuffs — in 
materials that are in light. 

Light is composed of three ele- 
ments only when seen in pigments. 

These three are yellow, red, and 
blue. 

They are the fundamental elements 
of all colors, and with the add 
of black and white, any color that 
exists can be produced from these 
three. 

We are psychologically create 
of light. We were born into the 
light and are surrounded by it. 
Now we are very dependent*on color 
whether we know it or not. And we 
OOght to be to the three 

colors of light. The elementary 
colors should strike a definite re- 
sponse in 

Yellow is nearest to the sun- 
light. One needs some yellow about 
a just as plants need sunlight. 
Yellow is used in rooms to produce 



light. It reflects more light than 
any other color and exerts a very 
cheering influence. 

Now red is put in the color 
triangle where yellow and blue can 
offset and balance it. 

It is an aggressive color, and 
arouses one's instincts and emotions 
to passion. As the keynote of all 
homes should be a sense of rest, red 
should not be used in large areas, as 
it destroys restfulness. 

It is the hardest color to use, but it 
is very beautiful when used rightly. 

Blue is put in the triangle to keep 
Red quiet and respectable. It is 
calculated to put one in a reserved and 
dignified state of mind. One uses 
blue on people with the same effect 
that the dentist obtains when he 
uses ether. 

The three elements are the 
crudest and simplest forms of color. 
Now they can be combined to 
produce other colors which express 
a double meaning. 

Green expresses lightness and 
coolness, because it is made 'by 
combining yellow and blue. 

It is cheerful but reserved, light- 
giving but restrained. 

Orange, which is obtained from 
red and yellow, produces a cheerful 
aggression. It contains light and 
heat. 

Violet, made from red and blue, 
expresses a cold reserve combined 
with aggression. It is a result of 
the peculiar qualities of red and 
blue. It is subtle and shadowy. 

The three elements are called 
Primary Colors. 

The three colors obtained by 
combination of these elements 
called the Binary Colors. They 
like dual personalities. 

And so when one comes to ana- 
lyze color and understand its mean- 
ing, a far greater appreciation is 
gained.

In England there has been much 
talk of introducing natural Eastern 
dyes, which heretofore have not re- 
ceived much attention because of 
the cheapness and reliability of 
mineral dyes. Large quantities of 
the lac dye, which is the basis for a 
fast scarlet, may be obtained front 
India, where it is now only a waste 
product of the shellac industry. 
Certain roots are found in quanti- 
ties in India which might be used 
as substitutes for madder. "Cntch" 
is ah extract from the bark of the 
mangrove, which is used extensive* 
ly in tanning. There are several 
varieties, gambler, Bombay, Ben- 
gal, and mangrove cutch, and all 
were considered valuable by dyers 
until replaced by the cheaper ani- 
line dyes. The two main varieties 
of mangrove found in the East 
Indies, are Bakau and Tungah. 
The cutch made from the Tungah 
variety is superior for dyeing and 
commands a far higher price, 
There is a factory in British North 
Borneo which now turns out about 
160 tons of Tungah cutch a month 
and will shortly have an output of 
250 tons or more The groves in 
its immediate neighborhood show 
no indication of exhaustion. 

Chinese m ami factu rets of vege- 
table dyes have also been induced to 
revive »he manufacture of vege- 
table dyes, which] nad been almost 
wholly suspended. The higher 
prices beiug paid for these dyes ai 
present is said to have made pos- 
sible the organization of the busi- 
ness on sounder economic princi- 
ples. Large quantities of the dyes 
h ive already been shipped to the 
United Kingdom, where they are 
said to be giving satisfaction. 
There is practically SO limit to the 
supply, provided the price paid is 
commensurate with the cost of pro- 
duction. In Japan, before the 
introduction of mineial dyes, there 
were probably more different vege 
t*ble dyes used than in any other 
part of the world. Few of the dyes, 
however, were strictly fast, and the 
only thoroughly dependable black 
was the one made in the Kyota dis- 
tiict, and used largely in dyeing the 
haori, the short, jacket like garment 
worn by Japanese men and women 
alike. The vegetable dyes weie 
long ago supplanted by * mineral 
ones, but existing circumstances 
are said by Ametican industries to 
be forcing a return to the older 
dyes.

After almost twenty-five years 
in the United States Weather 
Bureau, in Washington, D. C, the 
Rev. Herbert C. Merrill is about to 
resign his position and devote him 
self exclusively to missionary work 
among the deaf in the dioceses of 
Washington, Virginia, Southern 
Virginia and West Virginia. 

Since his ordination to the priest- 
hood, a few years ago, Rev. Mr. 
Merrill has served most acceptably, 
mainly in the District of Columbia, 
his congregation # being composed 
chiefly of graduates and students of 
Galfattdet College. Heretofore he 
has been able to devote only part of 
his time to the work, but his faith- 
fulness and manifest sincerity in his 
desire to be of real service to his 
kind has won him no small measure 
of success. 

With the larger field of useful- 
ness now opening to him since his 
appointment to this important 
mission district in the South, we 
hope the same success that has 
attended his efforts in the District 
of Columbia will follow him in the 
more difficult and arduous mission 
work that confronts him. 

Mr. Merrill possesses in a great 
degree the proper qualifications for 
a missionary to the deaf. He is a 
concientious, earnest, enthusiastic 
worker, and will no doubt accom- 
plish much good in his new and 
extended mission field.

Otherwise their privileges are 
identical with all other hucksters, 
costermongers, or peddlers that 
exist in this wicked world to day.

; has given place to certain- 
ty at last. The Convention of the 
National Association of the Deaf 
will be held at Hartford, Ct., from 
the 3d to the 7th of July, inclusive, 
in the year 191 7. This is official 
Information. The meetings will be 
held at the American School for the 
Deaf, which will also accommodate 
the sessions of the Teachers' Asso- 
ation which is scheduled for June 
29th to July 3d. 

Both the associations above men- 
tioned have their special business 
.acted, and the centenary 
of the founding of the first school 
for the deaf in America, by Thomas 
1 Gallaudet, will probably, 
by mutual agreement, be conjointly 
celebrated on the Fourth of July, 
under the direction of Principal 
Wheeler of tb< ord School. 

This ought to be a satisfactory 
arrangement for all concerned. 

There ought to be a great influx 
of the deaf to the birthplace of thejr 
educational opportunities, on the 
second and third days of July in the 



Referring to Mr. Meagher's 
report on the crusade against Im- 
postors, it seems pertinent to re- 
mark that peddling in itself 
either the deaf or the bearing ) is no 
crime, but on the contrary is a re* 
cognized business and i* licensed by 
both State and Munic 
.ea. 



I herewith submit my second 
nual report as Director of the 
postor Bureau of the N. A. D. 

Our last annual news letter, 
mailed to 403 of the largest daily pa- 
pers in every section of the country, 
was productive of much good publi- 
city. Newspapers are gradually 
moulding public opinion to a belief 
that all " deaf" beggars are frauds. 
This reacts on police and judicial 
departments, as witness the record 
sentence of one to five years an Ore- 
gon Impostor received. 

We failed to secure passage of the 
only bill introduced in a State Legis- 
lature this past year. Chief Mueller 
of Kentucky spent $50 of his own 
savings in a spectacular effort, and 
failed through no fault of his own. 

The Roll of Honor for the past 
year reads: —

> much good work has been 
accomplished not one-tenth can be 
even briefly mentioned here. 

The State associations are taking 
hold in earnest. Iowa voted $25 to 
defray the expenses of their State 
chief. Committees to push Impostor 
bills through the coming sessions of 
their legislatures were appointed 
by the North Dakota, Michigan, 
Virginia and Kentucky Conventions, 
if memory serves me right. Several 
other vState associations discussed the 
matter in no uncertain terms. 

Chief Waring, who has written me 
21 letters since April first, touching 
on Impostor work only, states the 
co-operative agencies of the National 
Conference of Charities and Correc- 
tions are now in correspondence with 
each other, following his presenta- 
tion of our trouble before their last 
convention. He says their power 
and influence will eventually be in- 
valuable. 

Waring has spent large sums out 
of his own pocket in running down 
Impostors and in interviewing depot 
matrons, reporters, judges, and all 
the "powers that be M in his section 
of Iowa. 

Chief Howson sent out 175 deputy 
cards of credentials, and over 500 
pieces of printed lit in his- 

ig campaign. Howson has or 
ganized his State far more thorough- 
ly than any other chief, planning far 
ahead and laying out the work so 
that a steady growth is assured with- 
out too much work falling on any 
one member. 

I am glad indeed to report official- 
ly that the average daily income of 
Impostors is steadily, surely, dwin- 
dling, probably on account of our un- 
flagging newspaper campaign. A 
«-, Montana, daily of February 
12th proves an Impostor then 

took in $30 a day, two days straight 
From several sources I now Jearn 
that peddlers, at best, just about! 
make expenses these days. 

In further evidence of this point, J flower girl j 
let me state a real deaf peddler entered 
my office the other day and mourn- 
fully related his story. Five years 
ago be passed through here, making 
1 day In and around Vancouver. 
A few days agoheback-doored the 
town, trying to peddle pocket calcu- 
lators at fifty cents apiec* 
down to dusk he made not a single 
sale. 

Next day he went out to a farm 
auction, but though money changed 
hands freely he could sell only one 
calculate angry "agent 



bread and butter out of his mouth. 

I did not deny the soft impeach- 
ment. He secured a job here, $20 a 
month and keep, but soon quit for 
the open road and the old graft where 
once he made good money, but 
which he sorrowfully admits is grow- 
ing to be a losing game. If the real 
deaf peddlers can't make it pay, 
what chance is there for an ignorant 
Impostor? The National Associa- 
tion of the Deaf is putting up a 
winning fight. Mr. President, the 
battle against hopeless odds you 
inaugurated six years ago proves 
that if we deaf unite and keep 
pegging away nothing is impossible. 

'The Deaf Do Not Beg"— in 
sorrow I must confess it — can no 
longer be the ringing motto of our 
Bureau, if the truth is respected. 
The past summer I was reliably and 
officially informed there are 17 
known deaf beggars and peddlers in 
California alone. Some of them are 
temporarily unable to secure work, 
through the operations of the em- 
ployers' liability law, and resort to 
peddling to tide them over. Others 
are simply able-bodied lazybones. 

Morever, I personally know of 
three in the Pacific Northwest, and 
have received advices there are even 
two in the sparsely settled sections 
of New Mexico. 

Fortunately for us, the general 
public regards them as frauds and 
seems reluctant to give alms. Social 
ostracism by the decent deaf often 
hastens a return to virtue. 

The names of the 22 parties men- 
tioned — all real deaf men — will 
remain a Bureau secret unless the 
N. A. D. should by decisive vote 
demand their identity. 

In good time, how shortly depends 
entirely on the zeal and zest of Mr. 
and Mrs. Average Member, Impos- 
torism will be practically non-exis- 
tent, for the reason everybody will 
be " wise to the workings." That, 
Mr. President, should render the 
lazy deaf-mute you have once in a 
long while run across — the one who 
would rather have the whole world 
point the finger of shame at all of us 
than go to work himself — no longer 
a menace. 

In closing, let me state our Bureau 
is harmonious, euthusiastic, and 
apparently in condition to meet the 
grave situations confronting it this 
coming winter. The results of forth- 
coming labors before the State leg- 
islature, and before Congress itself 
perhaps, will be detailed in my third 
annual report, Hartford, Connec- 
ticut, in July, 1917.
